Set your h eater four inches from the wall and four feet from 
a cu rtain; P ut a guard on your stove so your clothes ca.inot 
come in contact w ith open flam e: Take cutoff valve off -our 
stove and use wall valve only; Do not look for gas leaks with 
a m atch, use soap suds; Gas heated rooms should have plenty 
of ventilation; Do not dry clothes near open flam e: Do not 
put clothes on hot w ater heaters; See th a t the vent pipe 
on your heater goes through the roof.
